THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL. 

The local government bill is expected to get 
through the committee in aboutw week. The 
Liberals aecept it subject to certain amend. 
ments, such as abolition of the selected coun- 
cillors as soon as they get into power again. 
The effect of the last few sittings has been 
practically to create for the first time a homo- 
genous government for London, quite as 
revolutionary as the bill proposed by Harcourt 
and so strongly opposed by the Tories when 
in the opposition. 

BOULANGER. 

The news from Boulanger this morning was 

more reassuring, although the wound in his 


throat is rather ugly. Sympathy appears 


almost entirely on the side of his opponent. 
Thousands of persons left their cards at the 
Home Office, where Floquet, after the duel, 
had an affecting interview with his wife. 
Floquet had not handied a sword for twenty 
years until last winter, when he went through 
a course of fencing hy his doctor’s advice.

He says he of- 
fered to give O'Donnell his personal aid in 
every way he could and also do his best to 
persuade Mr. Farnell to give him pecuniary 
assistance. 


Germany. 
THE MEETING OF THE EMPERORS. 

BERLIN, July 14.—Official journals here say 
they do not expect that the meeting of the 
Emperors of Germany and Russia will be pro- 
ductive of any practical political result, 
especially in regard to Bulgaria. 

THE EMPEROR AND ART. 

The Emperor yesterday received a com- 
mittee from the Academy of Arts, who came 
to offer condolences on the death of Emperor 
Frederick. In replying to the committee the 
Emperor expressed high interest in art and 
said that the efforts of the artists who are de- 
signing memorials to his grandfather and 
father, for erection in the Cathedral here, 
would be watched with especial interest. 

THE EMPEROR AT KIEL. 

KIL, July 14.—The Emperor arrived here 
this morning. He drove through the town to 
the harbor and was greeted with great en- 
thusiasm. The streets were gaily decorated. 
The Emperor alighted from the carriage at 
Barbarossaand entered a man-of-war, which 
took him to the yacht Hohenzollern. As he 
boarded the vessel the squadron fired salutes 
and the yards were manned, The merchant ves- 
sels in the harbor were decorated with flags. 

After the different vessels of the fleet had 
gotten under way and sailed past the Emper- 
or’s yacht the vessel also put to sea, leaving 
the harbor at 11 o’clock. The parade of the 
fleet was a brilliant spectacle. The maneu- 
vres were executed with admirable precision 
and were watched by thousands of persons 
from the shore and from the decks of vessels. 
Several private steamers accompanied the 
fleet to sea. 


France. 


GEN. BDOULANGER'’S COXDITION. 

Paris, July 14.—At9o’clock this morning it 
was stated at Gen Boulanger's house that the 
General had hada fairly tranguil night. His 
breathing this morning is less labored, 
and the state of the wound in his neck is 
satisfactory. 

BOULANGER IMPROVING. 
Gen. Boulanger is improving. Several 
friends called upon him to-day, and the Gen- 
eral was able to converse with them. He was 
also able to take bouillion. 

THE BASTILE CELEBRATION. 

The taking of the Bastile was celebrated 
throughout France to-day. In this city, 
patriotic societies, accompanied by bands and 
carrying banners, marchedto the Strasburg 
statue and deposited wreaths upon it. The 
Patriotic League, headed by MM. Deroulede, 
Laguerre, Laisant aod Susini, was received 
with mingled cries of ‘‘Vive Boulanger,’’ 
“Vive La France“ and

It is unknown whether s tion caused the 
unfortunate young fellow’é insanity, or 
whether suddenly developed insanity led to 
the specuiation. 


CHABLES RB. GROIN. 
He Dies Suddenly This Morning of an Apo- 
plectio Fit. 


Charles R. Goudin, assistant cashier of the 
the State Savings Bank, was stricken with 
apoplexy last night and died at an early hour 
this morning. Mr. Goodin and his wife had 
been to visit a friend who lives on Washing- 
ton avenue, but left early to return to their 
home, 3309 Morgan street, Mr. Goodin 
having complained that be was not feel- 


ing very well. As the walked alon 
Mr. Goodin dropped his cane sévera 
times, and remarking that his nahd was so 
nervous that he could not hold it, he put the 
wulking-stick under his arm. He walked but 
a short distance further when he fell. This 
was near Dr. Robert’s Church, on Garrison 
avenue. Several parties came to the assist- 
ance of his wife and a carriage was 
called and the unconscious man re- 
moved to his home. Dr. Robin- 
son was summoned and pronounced Mr. 
Goodin’s illness an attack of apoplexy. He 
lingered until this morning about 7 o’clock, 
when hedied. Herever regained conscious- 
ness after his fall. 

Charies R. Goodin was about 46 years of age, 
and had been employed in the State Savings 
Bank for twenty-nine years. He went into 
the bank when a his fether, 
the late William be- 
ing the usslstant at that 
time. By industry and ability he rose rapidly 
to the sition which he held at the time of 
his death and to which he was appointed on 
January 81. 1888. About fifteen years ago he 
was married to a daughter of the late Unit 
Raisin and a sister of Hanson Raisin of the 
firm of Small & Raisin, commission men. 
H enjoyed the respect ofall who knew him, 
and his sudden death is much deplored. No 
ir ear forthe funeral have yet been 
made.

THE MONTH OPENED 
with cool weatiuer in the North west and in the 
New England States. A bot wave had made 
the country from Baltimore to Boston uncom- 
tortable during the middlegand latter part of 
June, but July chanyved that. The hot weather 


was transferred to the center of the 
country and to the Gulf States. 
The latter section has remuined 


uniformly hot thus far, but has not suffered 
from excessive temperatures. Ou the 3d the 
country was warmer everywhere than it had 
been. The lowest maximym temperature in 
the country was 72 at Helena, Mont., and the 
highest ds ut Fort Sill. The plus sign ruled 
on the Fourth, all temperatures being higher 
except in the upper lake region. 

ON JULY 1 CHEYENNE, WYO., 
reported as her maximum temperature 68 
dey., which was a fall of 6 deg. from the 
record of twenty-four hours previous. Salt 
Luke recorded 74 deg. at the same time, Den- 
ver 72 and Omaba 96. In Boston the mercury 
was as low as 56 deg., at New York 64, at Phil- 
edelphia 68 and at Washington 68, but at Grand 
Haven, Mich., the record was at the same 
moment, and the whole of lowa was suffering 
over 80 * That was a peculiar condition 
of affairs, but on July 2 Cheyenne reached 76, 
while all those stations immediately north, 


Assinaboine, Helena, Ft. Carter, te., ro- 
ported temperatures in the sixties. On the 
3d Cheyenne’s temperature was 66 deg.,

The lowest maximam temperature on the 
5th was 72 at Murguette, Mich., and Fort 
Buford, Dak. Cheyenne was 94, within 4 deg. 
of the highest temperature in the country. 
On the 6th the temperature was remarkably 
uniform all over the country, and 
on the 9th there were remark- 
able variations. For instance, New York 
Vity’s maximum was 76, Indianapolis, 74; 
Marquette, Mich., 60; Davenport, 10., 76; Ft. 
Custer, Mont., 90; Ft. Assinaboine, Mont., 94; 
Helena, Mont., 96, and Ei Paso, Tex., 98. The 
last two stations show a strange fact. Not- 
withstanding they are separated by roughly 
twenty-five degrees of latitude the difference 
in heat is but 2degrees. On the 10th there 
wus astill more wonderful exhibition of the 
freaks of the mercury. El Paso reported a 
maximum of 9 degrees and the temperature 
at 7 o’ clock in the evening was 90. Denver on 
that day had a maximum of ¥6 with 94 at 
7 o’clock p. m., Helena, Mont., maximum of 
100 with 94 at 7 o’cleck p. m., 

FORT ASSINABOINE 102 DEG. 
maximum temperature and 100 at 6 o’clock in 
the evening. *Assinaboine is within a few 
miles of the northern boundary of the United 
States. It is the most northern of Signal Serv- 
ice observatories in this country and lies 
a few miles north and 200 miles west 
of Poplar’ River, where the lowest 
temperature ever recorded in this coun- 
try, 63.2 deg. below zero, was registered. 
Never a winter passes that Assinaboine does 
not report temperatures ranging from 20 to 40 
deg. below zero, and its minimum record in 
the fifties below. It is rarely distanced in the 
race for low-temperature records, and that it 
should attain the highest record of the coun- 
try for the summer is. certainly a remarkable 
indication of the freakishness of this season. 

On the lith Denver got up to 100 and was the 
highest point in the country. The ten next 
high maximum temperatures were Rapid City, 
Dak., 98; Ft. Custer, Mont., 98; North Platte, 
Neb. , 98; Bismarck, Dak., 96; Salt Lake City, 
06; Yankton, Dak., 96; Montrose, Colo., 96; 
Concordia, Kan., 94; Moorhead, Minn., 94, 
and Cheyenne, Wyo., 94. The lowest tem- 
perature in the country wus at Buffalo, N. Y., 
where the maximum was 74. That was the 
only station below 80 in the country. 

A DAY OF HUNDREDS. 

Charlotte, N. C., had 100 tor its minimum 
temperature record on the 12th, The Southern 
stations had been hanging about 90 to 4 fur 
a week, and were on that day unchanged. 
Nor was the heat much reduced in the North- 
west and West, Owaha and Concordia, Kan, 
having a maximum ot 100, and Denver 98, 
But Oswego. N. V., reported « maximum of 
60, and Buffalo ot 72. There are sixty Signal 
Service stations in the Uni States 
that send their reports to the 
St. Louis office. Ot these on the 12th three re- 
ported their maximum at 100 deg., twenty- 
two were over 90, fifteen were at 
90; five at 8 and four were 70 or 
below. The hixhest points have been named; 
the lowest were „ Grand Haven, 
Mich., 70; Milwaukee, Wis., 62, and Duluth, 
Minn., 66 The Northwest stations were: 
Moorhead, Minn., 92; Bismarck, 88; Fort Bu- 
ford, 90, and Fort Assinaboine, 8. Yesterday. 

DODGE CITY, KAN., LED THE COUNTRY 
with the record. Fort Assinaboine made, on 
the 10th, 102 deg. Oswego, N. Y., tried to re- 
main at the other end of the procession and 
88 64 as its maximum, but Duluth 
Minn., was 62. Marquette, Mich., 
Milwaukee, 68; Buffalo, 72; Pittsbu ° 
adelphia and N 74,

Lonpon, July 13.—The notice which Mr. 
Smith placed in the Commons yesterday about 
the commission to inguire into the Times’ 
charges against Parnell, adds little to the ver- 
balintimation already given. What is now 
important to know is the names of the jadges, 
who will probably be five in number. This 
matter will be settled in a consultation be- 
tween the Attorney-General for the Govern- 
ment and Sir Chas. Russell for the Opposition. 
There appears every likelihood of an agree- 
ment being arrived at. Mr. Smith’s action in 
declining and then granting the commission, 
together with the vaciliation of the Govern- 
ment in other matters, is attributable 
to their dependence upon the sup- 
port of the Liberal-Unionists. Harring- 
ton insisted upon the fairness of Parnell’s 
request. The Times to-day still harps on its 
favorite theory of action by alaw-suit, but 
endeavors to put the best face on the matter 
by accepting the commission,although power 
less, of course, to control in any way the 
action of Parliament. Parnell holds the view 
that itis not his province, personally to ex- 
press an opinion about the constitution of the 
commission, but he is bound to stand aside 
and leave the matter entirely inthe hands of 
the House. The Nationalists are delizhted at 
the prospect of compelling the Timesto give 
up the name of the person whosold them the 
letters. 

THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL. 

The local government bill is expected to get 
through the committee in abouta week. The 
Liberals aecept it subject to certain amend. 
ments, such as abolition of the selected coun- 
cillors as soon as they get into power again. 
The effect of the last few sittings has been 
practically to create for the first time a homo. 
genous government for London, quite as 
revolutionary as the bill proposed by Harcourt 
and so strongly opposed by the Tories when 
in the opposition. 

BOULANGER. 

The news from Boulanger this morning was 
more reassuring, although the wound in his 
throat is rather ugly. Sympathy appears 
almost entirely on the side of his opponent. 
Thousands of persons left their cards at the 
Home Office, where Floquet, after the duel, 
had an affecting interview with his wife. 
Floquet-had not handled a sword for twenty 
years until last winter, when he went through 
a course of fencing by his doctor’s advice.

THE EMPEROR AT KIEL. 

Kit, July 14.—The Emperor arrived here 
this morning. He drove through the town to 
the harbor and was greeted with great en- 
thusiasm. The streets were gaily decorated. 
The Emperor alighted from the carriage at 
Barbarossa and entered a man-of-war, which 
took him to the yacht Hohenzollern. As he 
boarded the vessel the squadron fired salutes 
and the yards were manned. The merchant ves- 
sols inthe harbor were decorated with flags. 

After the different vessels of the fleet had 
gotten under way and sailed past the Emper- 
or’s yacht the vessel also put to sea, leaving 
the harbor at II o’clock. The parade of the 
fleet was a brilliant spectacle. The maneu- 
vres were executed with admirable precision 
and were watched by thousands of persons 
from the shore and from the decks of vessels. 
Several private steamers accompanied the 
fleet to sea.

bitterly cold, the mercury being down to 
30 degs. above zero, and a sharp wind blow- 
ing. Yesterday the mercury reached 96 degs. 
in Kansas, while the maximum in St. Louis 


was 89 degs., and the mean temperature was 


7% degs. Although 9 degs. is not a phe- 
nomenal temperature, on account of the hu- 
midity of the atmosphere at Kansas 
City yesterday bail-players were forced 
to leave the field and there 
were numerous sunstrokes. St. Louis was 
experiencing a cool wave that came down 
from the north a hundred miles east of 
Kansas City and left all the section from 
the Missouri River to the Rocky Mountains 
sweltering hot. To-day there is an alteration 
in the conditions, and the temperatures 
throughoutthe country are more nearly equal 
than they have been during the month. 


THE MONTH OPENED 

with cool weatier in the North west and in the 
New England States. A hot wave had made 
the country from Baltimore to Boston uncom- 
fortable during the middlegand latter part of 
June, but July chanyved that. The hot weather

The lowest maximam temperature on the 
5th was 72 at Murguette, Mich., and Fort 
Buford, Dak. Cheyenne was 94, within 4 deg. 
of the highest teuperature in the countr 
On the 6th the temperature was remarkab y 
uniform all over the country, and 
on the 9th there were remark- 
able variations. For instance, New York 
City’s maximum was 76, Indianapolis, 74; 
Marquette, Mich., 60; Davenport, lo., 76; Ft. 
Custer, Mont., 90: Ft. " Assinaboine, Mont., 94; 
Helena, Mont., 96, and El Paso, Tex., 98. The 
last two stations show a strange fact. Not- 
withstanding they are separated by roughly 
twenty-five degrees of latitude the difference 
in heat is but 2degrees. On the 10th there 
wus astillmore wonderful exhibition of the 
freaks of the mercury. El Paso reported a 
maximum of 9 degrees and the temperature 
at 7 O' clock in the evening was 90. Denver on

maximum temperature and 100 at 6 ‘o’clock in 
the evening. Assinaboine is within a few 
miles of the northern boundary of the United 
States. It is the most northern of Signal Serv- 
ice observatories in this country and lies 
a few miles north and 200 miles west 
of Poplar’ River, where the lowest 
temperature ever recorded in this coun- 
try, 68.2 deg. below zero, was registered. 
Never a winter passes that Assinaboine does 
not report temperatures ranging from 20 to 40 
deg. below zero, and its minimum record in 
the fifties below. It is rarely distanced in the 
race for low-temperature records, and that it 
should attain the highest record of the coun- 
try forthe summer is certainly a remarkable 
indication of the freakishness of this season. 

On the lith Denver got up to 100 and was the 
highest point in the couniry. The ten next 
high maximum temperatures were Rapid City, 
Dak., 98; Ft. Custer, Mont., ; North Platte, 
Neb., 98; Bismarck, "Dak., 96 ; Salt Lake City, 
06 ; Yankton Dak., 96; Montrose, Colo., 96 ; 
Concordia, Kan. 94; Moorhead, Minn., 94 
and Cheyenne, Wyo., 94. The lowest tem 
perature in the country wus at Buffalo, N. 
where the maximum was 74. That was the 
only station below 80 in the country.

THE THREATENED VETO, 


Which Will Check Proposed Improvements 
in the St. Louis Harbor. 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy, who worked 
at Washington for an appropriation for the St. 
Louis Harbor, said to-day in reference to the 
rumor that the President would veto the 
river and harbor bill, if passed ix its present 
form: It isnot a surprise tv me that the 
statement is made of the mtention of the 
President in regard to this neasure. The im- 


pression 3 in Washington as early as 
April that a bill appropriating over 820, 000, 
for improving the navigable waterways of the 
country would pot receive the Executive 
sanction. It would be a great misfortune at 
the President were to veto this bill. The a 
pliances in tbe different departments for the 
work of improving the rivers and harbors of 
the cou try cost millions of dollars, 
and they will all, of course, lie idle 
for two years and become seriously impaired 
by disuse. Thousands of men wül be thrown 
out t employment, and millions of dollars 
ket from active circulation. It will be very 
d'‘Micult to estimate the effect of a veto in the 
States vitally interested in marine commerce. 
New York would suffer greatly, and Michigan 
would turn coldly on the administration. 

It might prove the death blow to the prin- 
ciple embodied inthe river and harbor bill, 
one that has been recognized and commended 
by every waterways convention that hag been 
held North and South of late years. The whole 
Mississippi Valley is looking anxiously to the 
passage and approval ofthebill. The favor- 
able solution of the problem of the improve- 
ments of the Western and Southern nav- 
igable waterways dominates in the 
minds of millions of roducers 
and wage workers every feeling with which 
they have heretofore regarded the leading po 
— parties ot the country. They are rapidly 

——— that condition of miud when they 

i support the national or State candidates 
who most strongly favor the improvement of 
the waterways of this great weer. And why 
should they not feel so when the States tribu- 
tary tothe Western and Southern waterways 
contribute 80 per cent of the agricultural 
products of the whole country, and these 
waterways can be made capable of bearing 
them to the most remunerative markets 01 
the world. The vetoing of this bill would be 
an unwise act on the part of the President, 
and when he reflects that the large amount 
that it appropriates is the result of the dis- 
approval of the bill passed two years ago, I 
hardly think he will stop the improvements 
ofall the waterways of the country for an- 
other period of two years.’

THE ELOPERS AT TOPEKA. 


COUNSEL ARGUING THE HABEAS CORPUS 
CASE IN COURT. 


An Affidavit Filed by Moore Setting Forth 
the Facts Concerning the Meeting Be- 
tween Himself and Norton—Moore Taken 
to Jail—Another Adjournment of the 
Case—The Argument of Attorneys.- 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., July 44.—Henry W. Moore 
spent his first night behind the bars last 
might. He occypied the best ceilin the 
Shawnee County Jail, but the night was an 
unhappy one for him. He was very restless 
all night, pacing up and down tbe floor and 
occasionally taking a nap. He was feeling 
quite despondent this morning and very much 
wornout. He said to the reporter: 

My first night in prison was not a very 
pleasant one, but yet I don’t complain. I have 
been very agreeably surprised, for I expected 
to be put in some dingy hole inhabited by 
cockroaches and rats. Of course I would 
rather stop at the Copeland, but this does very 
well. The accommodations are very good. I 
have never been a prisoner in the St. Louis 
Jail, but this isa great deal better jail than 
they have at St. Louis. 

One week ago this morning Mrs. Norton 
and I were on our way from St. Louis to Kan- 
sas City, and a happy pair we were. Little did 
Ithink that in one week I would be in prison. 
But then there is no telling what to expect in 
this world.’’ 

Mrs. Norton is prostrated this morning and 
refuses to be interviewed by newspaper 
men. She says she did not have an hour’s 
sleep. She is very harsh against the officers 
because they took Moore away from her, but 
claims they were influenced by Norton’s at- 
torneys to do this. She asked her attorney 
this morning if she could not be allowed to 
stay with Moore in prison, but he advised her 
to keep quiet and remain where she ie. She 
deciares she will stay here as long as Moore 
is held, even though she cannot see him. 

THE COURT PROCEEDINGS.

Trunk Line Passenger Commissioner Pearson 
said yesterday: I do not think thatthe other 
trunk lines will follow the course adopted 
the Baltimore & Ohio, and neither do I antici- 
pate uny trouble whatever. The other lines 
cannot control the Baltimore & Ohio’s action 
in the matter, but they are not obliged to 
withdraw from their part of the agreement. 
I don’t Know what arrangement the 8 
& Alton's passenger ent may have made 
with the Baltimore & Ohio agent, but what - 
ever it is, it does not affect the sition 
of the other lines. The Chi o Alton 
people may have agreed not to take 
commissions any longer, though I 
don’t know anything about that. As to the 
selling of Chicago & Alton tickets in the joint 
ticket-office,the agent there is not acting as an 
agent for the various lines jointly, but as asep- 
arate and distinct agent for each individual 
line. A great many agents on Broadway, who 
are in favor of commissions, may allow their 
enthusiasm to lead them to the belief that this 
action practically establishes the right to pay 
commissions, but I do not regard it lu such a 
light.’ The representatives of the Chicago & 
Alton denied that that road had withdrawn or 
even receded in the least from their position 
taken nearly « year and a halt ago in regard to 
the payment of commissions.

FARM &IFE IN CAPE COLONY. 
A Land ef Goat's Flesh and Honey—Abun- 
dance of Game. 

Agricultural conditions in South Africa differ 
greatly from those in this country. A colo- 
nist, writing to the London &. James’ Gacette, 
gives this picture of the Oape Colony farmer's 
life: 

At 6 0’ clock each morning—earlier in sum- 
mer—after Sallie, our little Kaffir maid-of-all- 
work, has brought to each of us, while in 


bed, the matutinal — = coffee without 
which no Cape farmer, British or Dutch, be- 
gine the day, one of 2 number rises and 
goes to the cent to count the ts 
as they issue in charge U 
herdsman to pasture on the mountain veldt. 
My our groom, along, lithe Kaffir from 
Galekaland, more 2 known as John, 
has slaughtered at the of the house (a 
single-storied brick -bullt 2 2 t- 
roofed and white-washed, and perched high 
on the mountain side near a perennial foun- 
tain) the goat which each day is sac 
rificed forthe needs of our household, and 
the kidneys, fry and a chop or two are led 
for breakfast. Honey, found in abund- 
ance in the rocks around us, takes the place 
marmalade. Breakfast over, one of us rides 
off to the shallow kloof three miles further 
away in the mountains, where our horses and 
mules are run, under the care of Tobias, our 
Dutch servant. Another ot us busies himself 
. goats, whilst a third (there are three 
three of us—one married) takes on his back a 
dead kill well primed with strych- 
nine pitts, meaning to deposit it ina 
small kloof across the valley for the benefit of 
one of the numerous leopards which infest our 
farm. This is the only method of keeping 
down these night marauders, which do cruel 
execution on our flocks and foals. Then at- 
tention must be given to the littie patch of al- 
luvialland by the dry river-bed, where we 
w sufficient grain for our wants and odd 
obs have to be done. A gun or rifle is 
usually carried, for game, feathered 
furred, is plentiful, and is ever a welcome 
change from the monotony of goatfiesh. 
Meanwhile the wife of the Benedect amongst 
us busy superintending the washing, 
cooking and other matters of domestic 
economy, as well as the education of ber 
little fair-haired = and delight, 
dy ot mixed race 
. inter- 
attends to the aking of our 
cakes of unleavened meal which 
brea@d and which 
ea, too— 
heated in 
the native fashion. If we do not make money 
nowadays as we dida few years since when 
the railways were being built we live in a rude 
lenty; meat in abundance is ours, dried 
ruits—quinces and peaches, excellent when 
stewed—bought from the Boers who pass us 
occasionally with wagonloads of produce; 
oranges and grapes in season from the irri- 
gated farins of Boers out beyond the Poort, 
whence we emerge from our mountain home, 
and porridge of pounded mealies and milk 
occasionally. Goat’s milk we have in plenty, 
but no butter or cream, for cows and oxen do 
not flourish upon our zuur veldt. Gama 
abounds with us. Our mountains support 
several kinds of 8 killspringer, 
rhebok of two sorts, vail and rooi (gray und 
red), duykerbok and an occasional koodvo; 
the latter one of the noblest of the South 
African fauna, carrying magnificent spiral 
horns and weighing from 400 to 500 pounds.

The revelations of the medical .contro- 
versy over FREDERIC’s cancer seem to 
show that the German doctors were right 
in pronouncing it cancer, and that Dr. 
MACKENZIE retained control of the case. by 
ghe trick of submitting to Prof. V- 
CHOW’S microscope a clipping which the 
diseasé had not reached. But it aleo ap- 
pears that the German doctors were eager 
to perform an operation which, if not 
necessarily fatal, was at once dangerous 
and of doubtful efficacy. Of course they 
told Freperic that, even if he survived 
the operation, it might not preventan 
ultimately fatal reappearance of the ean- 
cer in some other part, and it seems that, 
rather than risk the danger of the uncer- 
tain cure proposed, he either preferred 
such lease of life as the cancer he had 
would give him, or he was influenced by 
false hopes held out to him by MACKEN- 
ZIE. 

From this state of facts is evolved the 
innuendo that MacCkrNnzi£ either com- 
mitted a fatal blunder as a scientist or 
was guilty of disloyalty to his profession 
and his patient, sacrificing the latter‘s 
only chance of longer life to secure 
ulterior objects of the wife and the 
mother-in-law, which could be attained 
only by FREDERIC’s brief accession to the 
throne. The, truth of this innuendo is 
supposed to be hidden in FREDERIC’S 
private papers in the possession of his 
widow, and the Pall Mall Gazette charges 
that she is virtually held a prisoner to 
make her surrender them. As the old 
Emperor, when appealed to by the Ger- 
man physicians to interfere and save his 
son from MACKENZIE, told them that 
FREDERIC was 56 years old and that the 
right of fina) decision as to his own medical 
treatment could not be taken away trom 
him, his private papers showing with 
what views and hopes he made hisdecision 
would be very interesting reading. 

It is not the scientific aspect of this con- 
troversy that will most interest the pub- 
lic, but its suggestion of ignoble intrigues 
and greedy scrambles surrounding the 
death-bed of one of the noblest of an im- 
perial line.

The greed of the Guelphs for 
pelf began to air itself in public 
from the first announcement of the fact 
that both the old Kaiser and his son were 
dangerously ailing. So the contending 
doctors are apt to be regarded on one side 
as representatives and agents of Bis-

father and grandfather will overshadow 
any scientific question involved in the 
controversy.

MR. VON DER AHE OF ST. LOUIS TO MR 
BYRNE OF BROOKLYN. 


The Base Ball Managers’ War is Not Over 
Yet by Any Means—Byrne’s Denial and 
Ita Auswer—A Delicate Surgical Opera- 
tion on Domestic, the Stallion, and Its 
Results—Sporting Matters—Base Ball 
Gossip. 


The denial! of the charges laid against him 
by Mr. Von der Ane, printed asa special dis- 
patch from Kansas City this morning for Mr. 
O. H. Byrne of Brooklyn, does not go far to 
prove their unreliability. Mr. Von 
der Ahe, speaking of the mat- 
ter to-day, said that Byrne’s attempt 
to laugh away the matter will have no weight. 
He intends to stick by the charges he made 
against Byrne through the Post DISPATCH, 
namely, that of tampering with O' Neill, or 


' 


_ deliberately favoring his own team by assign- 
ing a prejudiced umpire to officiate at the 
games in St. Louis and Brooklyn, and further- 
more with an attèmpt to demoralize base ball. 
Mr. Von der Ahe’said it was useless for Byrne 
to say that it is customary for him (Von der 
Ahe) to blame the defeats of his club on the 
umpire, and that Mr. Ferguson’s work here 
was thoroughly impartial. He would rest the 
case with the judgment of every fair and bon- 
est - minded man in the city and the verdict, 


he believed, would undoubtedly be that Fer- 
guson actually delivered two out of the four 
games to Brooklyn locked in a box. 

So far as the O'Neill affair was concerned, 
Mr. Von der Ahe did not hesitate to repeat 
that Byrne and his agents had deliberately 

layed witb him in trying to make bith dissat- 

auled with St. Louis. He did not believe now 
that O’Neiil was really culpable in the matter, 
as subsequent events bave shown that he was 
not, or that Byrne had succeeded in turning 
the head of the player, but this failure was 
not, in the St. uls manager’s opinion, 
attributable to any lack of desire on the part 
of Byrne 4 Co., but was doubtiess due 
alone to O’Neill’s good sense. Mr. Von der 
Ahe went on to say that he stood ready at any 
time to substantiate the charge of tampering 
with O'Neill and favoritism in the Ferguson 
matter. The schedule of umpires was ar- 
ranged while he was away in Europe and ut 

terly ignorant of the proceedings going 
on in this country. He said that 
he had no desire whatever to be 
mysterious or dark in hie charges against 
Byrne and that whatever he had to say about 
any one of the American Association man- 
agers he would say open and above board. 
This, he thought, was the best course to pur- 
sue in ull such cases; much wiser indeed than 
that suggested asthe better plan, namely, in 
executive sessions ofthe Board of Directors. 

Another thing he desired to be distictly un- 
derstood upon. 
that Mr. Von der Ahe was treating for the re- 
lease of Welch. 

Men Byrne says that,’’ remarked he this 
morning, be lies, and knows it. I have never 
even thought of getting Welch back,and stand 
ready to prove by the management of the Ath- 
letic team that not a single word has ever 
passed between us concerning it.’’ 

Manager Sharsig himself affirmed this to be 
a fact, While in the city with the Athletics. He 
said that he would like very much to secure 
O'Neill, but that he would part with 
Welch under no _ circumstances. Indeed, 
he strongly denied that any such transaction 
was even remotely probable. The fact of the 
matter is that Mr. Byrne has placed himeelf in 
a decidedly embarrassing position and is now 
attempting to get out of it with the best grace 
possibie and is makinga decidedly bad botcb 
of the job. 

„ Von der Ahe further said that he had 
knowledge to the effect that his course in the 
present trouble, denouncing in unequivocal 
terms the conduct of Byrne in the matter, has 
been indorsed by not a few men interested in 
the business of base ball, even outside the 
rank of the American Association.
